Once submitted, grades 
may not be changed 
unless the result of 
clerical or procedural 
error. A student must 
request a review/change 
of grade within 30 days 
after the end of the 
semester, or within 30 
days following the 
distribution of the grade 
report containing the 
grade, which the student 
wishes to challenge. 

Change in the General 
Studies Policy: 

Effective Fall 2003 all 
courses being used to 
fulfill General Studies 
requirements must be 
passed with a grade of C- 
or better. Courses 
passed with a grade of D 
can still count as elective 
units toward graduation 
requirement. 

Math Placement 
Examination Policy: 

Effective Fall 2003, 
algebra and calculus math 
placement exam scores 
will be valid for two years 
only. If students do not 
take a math course to 
fulfill their general studies 
or major requirements 
within two years, they will 
have to retake the math 
placement exam.

4 for information on classes offered at Doheny 
and Chalon Campuses, for classroom assignments (some have changed since you 
received your schedule), and for important dates and deadlines. 

Important Date: Tuesday, September 9, 2003 Last Day to add a class 

If you want to add a class, you must: 

1 . Get an add/drop slip either from the advisement office in Bldg. 4 or from the registrar's office 
in Bldg. 10. 

2. Ask your advisor about adding the class. This is to insure that you get good information and 
advice on taking that class or carrying that many units. Get your advisor's signature. 

3. Ask the instructor if you can join the class. Instructors do not have to take you. They may 
decide they have too many students now, or if you wait too long, they may have covered too 
much material for you to join the class. 

4. If the instructor will allow you to join the class, fill out the add/drop slip and have the 
instructor sign it. 

5. Deliver the add/drop slip to the registrar's office by Tuesday, Sept. 9. The registrar's office 
closes at 6:00 p.m. You will not be allowed to add a class after September 9. 

During this time, you may also drop a class with no penalty or fee. To drop a class, you must 

1 . Get an add/drop slip. 

2. See your advisor and ask for his/her signature. This is to insure that you know the 
ramifications of dropping a particular class. 

3. Inform the instructor you are dropping her/his class and ask her/him to sign the form. 

4. Deliver the add/drop slip to the registrar's office. The registrar's office closes at 6:00 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Sept. 9. 

5. You may drop a class after Sept. 9, but you will be charged a $10.00 fee.

A counselor and two interns are 
available at the Doheny campus. Counseling services are also available at Chalon Health Services. 

7. We have a wide variety of health literature in our office on numerous topics. Please come and ask for them. I can also 
help you with your health/nursing papers or projects. 

8. Pregnancy testing is available for only $5.00. Most everything in the Student Health Office is free to you except for 
some vaccinations, TB skin tests, lab tests, etc., which are at a nominal fee. 

9. Each month I will be publishing a campus health bulletin called "DOHENY HEALTH WATCH", which will focus on a 
specific health topic. 

10. A new health education center has been set up in the waiting area of the health office. You can watch wonderful health 
videos or read literature on a wide variety of topics any time the health office is open. 

11. Vision, Cholesterol, Blood Pressure, Diabetes, HIV, and body-fat composition screening is available.

Stress Buster 

Communication is not easy. How many times a day do you wish you hadn't said 
something the way you did? There is a simple and effective way to send a 
message that doesn't make the other person feel guilty or angry-Use "I" 
messages instead of "you" messages. Instead of saying, "You make me angry 
when you turn up the music so loud," try saying, "I can't hear my friend talking 
on the phone when you have the music so loud." The first sentence puts the 
blame on the other person who then can become defensive and angry. However, 
the second sentence puts the emphasis on how you are affected by the noise. It 
gives the other person the responsibility of changing the behavior. Hopefully, 
that person will want to change because he/she is not feeling so angry and 
defensive. Using the "I" model can build relationships and relieve stress.
